Tennessee Banks, — As banks have 
been multiplying very fast recently, and 
as many persons confound the free and 
stock banks together, we have concluded 
to publish a list of each. It will be re- 
membered that the notes of the free banks 
are secured by a deposit with the Comp- 
troller of the State of Tennessee bonds, 
and Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad 
bonds, which are endorsed by the State, 
and consequently quite as good as the 
State bonds proper.
